G.S.R. 982.—In o\eTcise of the 'powers conferred by 
the proviso to ailii-le 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Minis¬ 
try of External Affairs Staff Car Drivers Recruitment Rules.

5. Liabilitjr of persons appointed as peons to undergone 
iiaiuing a^ Home Gur.rdg,—^Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in these rules, every person appointed as a peon under 
these rules .shall undergo training as a Home Guard for a 
period of three years : 

Provided tliat the Commaudent Genoiul, Home Guards 
may, having regard to the petforraance of and standard of 
training, achieved by any person during the period of the 
t,-aiiiirig' for reasons to be recorded in writing, rcdiicf such 
period to two years. 

6. Disqualification,—No person,— 

(a) who h.as entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person ; 

shall be eligible for appointment tg any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such maniage is permissible under the personal Taw ap¬ 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
per.son from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be i ecorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons, 


8. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall clfect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and, other concessions required to be 
piovided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Ca.stes, 
the Schi'clole Tribes and other special categories in accordance 
with th.; orders issued by the Central Government from time 
U> time in this regard.

G.S.R. 985.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Conslitiition and in supersession 
of the Ministry of Steel and Heavy Engineering, Class IV Posts 
Recruitment Rules 1970 and the Ministry of Steel and Mines 
(Department of Steel) Selection Grade Daftry Recruitment 
Rules 1975, the President hereby makes the folloing rules 
rcgrlating the method of recruitment to prbup ‘D’ posts in 
the Ministry of Steel and Mines (Department of Steel), 
namely 


1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of Steel and Mines (Department of Steel) 
Group ‘D’ Posts Recruitment Rules 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—^These rules shall apply to the posts specified 
in column 2 of Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—^The 
number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of 
pay Attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The methtod of rccmitnicnt to the said posts, age limits, qua¬ 
lifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified 
in colunins 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5 . —Liability of persons appointed as peons to undergo train- 
' ing as home guards.— Notwithstanding anything contained in 

these rules, every person appointed as a peon under these rules 
shall undergo training as a home guard for a period of three 
years : 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home Guards, iriay 
having regard to the performance of and standard of training 
achieved by any person during the period of training, reduw 
such period to two years for reasons Lo be recorded in 
writing. 

6. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a mairiage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to service ; 

Provided that the Central Government may. if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, for reasons to be lecorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

8. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided lo candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and ether special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Cen¬ 
tral Oovemmont from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R 993.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Monitoring 
Organisation Service (Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1968, namely:— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Monitoring Organi¬ 
sation Service (Class IV posts) Recruitment (Amendment) 
Rules. 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dab; ef their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Monitoring Organisation Service (Class IV posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1968,—■ 

(1) for the expression “Class IV" wherever it occurs, 
the expression "Group D" shall be substituted; 

(2) in the Schedule, against the post of Peon,— 

(a) for the entry under column 10, the following entry 

shall be suostituted, namely ;— 

“25 per cent by transfer failing which by direct 
recruitment. 75 per cent by direct -recrititment,'’ 

(b) for the entry under column 11, the following entry 

shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“Transfer.—Chowkidar, Farosh or Safalwala who 
have put in minimum five years’ service in the 
respective grades and possess elementary lite¬ 
racy and ability to read either Hindi, English 
or regional language."
